LAE day, or leap year day, as some 

call it, isa oes ical reminder 
oi the difficulties man always encoun- 
tered in his calculations of time. In the 
pre-historic era, when accuracy was a 
matter of approximations, the movement 
of the heavenly bodies served very well as 
a guide to the routine social habits ; 
but by the time of Julius r precision 
had assymed an importance in the be 
tion of State and society which called íor 
4 more exact and uniform reckoning. 
Already there were calendars oí a sort 
which, however, all erred. in estimating 
that the time Which the earth took to move 
round -the sun..was 365 days. 

Cesar, himself no mean astronomer and 
mathematician, in conéultation with 
Sosigenes, a learned Aléxandrian ilo- 
sopher, made a new calculation and found 
that, in fact, a year consisted of 365 days 
and about 6 hours, and in order te bring 
this fraction into the calendar without, 
however, introducing an inconvenient 
annual fractional reckoning, he decreed 
that. every fourth year should, be held to 
consist of 366 days. 

Though some such reform was obviously 
necessary, his manner of apportioning -the 
surplus laid up no end of trouble for 
posterity. In the first place, had he added 
the extra day to the end of every: bissextile 
year, the arrangement would have been at 
least intelligible. But he introduced the 
extra day between the 23rd and 24th 
February, which the Romans thereafter 
called the 6th Kalends Martii, or the 23rd 
February reckoned twice over, the two 
days being counted as one. 


LEGISLATION. 


As late as the days of Henry IIL., the 
dual day was still giving trouble both in 
England and on the Continent, and after 
a great deal of controversy the *English 
Legislature decided to adopt and confirm 
Cesar’s arrangement, and . accordingly 
passed an Act which, “to prevent all 
ambiguity that may arise on the account 
of the intercalation of a day every fourth 
year, appoints by the statute De Anno 
Bissextile, 21st Henry III., that the day 
increasing the leap year, and that next 
before, shall be accounted as but one day.’’ 

This, in turn, had the unforeseen effect 
of throwing the Church into confusion 
about the ritual to be observed on this 
double day, and also in the matter of 
arranging the festivals for the rest of the 
year, the pre-arranged dates having been 
now altered by the new statute. The first 
of these difficulties was got over by using 
the same ritual on both days, but the 
second one was more obstinate. Eventually, 
however, it was decided that in a leap year 
all post-February festivals should fall two 
days later than in the previous year, 
instead of one day later, as they would 
have done had the leap year been another 
ordinary year. Thus a festival that fell, 
say, on Wednesday, the Ist June, would 
fall in the next year, if it were a leap 
vear, on Friday, the lst June, whereas, 
if the next year had been an ordinary 
year, it would have fallen on Thursday, 
the 1st June. A day was thus leaped 
every fourth vear, which is how we got the 
term “” leap year.’’ 

The second problem created by Cesar’s 
arrangement was first tackled by Pope 
({revory, who, in 1582, discovered that 
there had been an over-reckonine to the 
extent of ten owing to a faulty 
calculation on part. This had 
occurred by his failing to observe that the 
fraction of time left over every year was 
eleven minutes Jess than a quarter 
of a day, and that, therefore, to add a 
day to every fourth year was to add too 
much. 
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POPE GREGORY'S PLAN. 


Pope Gregory rectified the blunder bv 
decreeing that the 5th October in that vear 
id be reckoned as the 15th, and to 
e year right in the future, the 
18 hours 37 minutes and 10 
nds in a century, he ordered that 
centurial year whose first two figures 
could not be divided by 4 (1700, 1800, 
1900. 2100. etc. ) should not be bissex tile, 
or, 1n other words, should not be a leap 
vear. In short, he ordained that the extra 
leap vear day should be dropped three 
Limes in every 400 years. 

This came to be known as the Gregorian 
or Georgian style of reckoning time, and 
it was readily adopted in Roman Catholic 
but in Britain it was not 
until 1752, by which time the 
between Cmsar’s and Pope 
Gregory’s, or between the Julian and 
( eorgian, reckonings amounted to one 
day more than in 1582—namely, to eleven 
Having decided to adopt the 
Georgian style, Britain had now to re- 
move this discrepancy, which was done by 
Parliament passing an Act making the 
3rd September, 1752, the 14th, and decree- 
ing that Pope Gregory’s arrangement for 
future calculations on the centurial prin- 
ciple should henceforth apply to the 
british calendar. As an instance of how 
imperfectly such matters were then under- 
stood by the body politic, it may be men- 
tioned that this adjustment was met with 
wild protests from all over the country, 
the people vehemently demanding their 
eleven days back! 


YEAR OF 448 DAYS. 
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The adoption by Britain of the Georgian 
style also put a stop to the arbitrary tam- 
perings with the calendar which had been 
al; too prevalent in more countries than 
England, but which in England had been 
particularly glaring. For instance, the 
year 1154 in England had 448 days, be- 
cinning on January lst and ending on 
March 24th, the new New Year's Day of 
the medieval Christian peoples. Less 
than a hundred years earlier, in 1066, 
William the Conqueror had ordered the 
year to begin on January Ist, as his 
coronation had been fixed for that date. 

As two of the centurial years (1800 and 
1900) that were ruled by Pope Gregory 
not to be leap years have since passed, the 
difference between the Julian and 
Georgian calendars is now thirteen days. 

One odd, though, of course, inevitable, 
feature of leap day is that some 65,000 
people (according to one computation) in 
Britain and Ireland have their birthday 
on this day, and, therefore, have one only 
once in four years. Odder still is the 
fact that several thousands celebrate the 
anniversary of their wedding on this day, 
notwithstanding that it comes under the 
warning proverb: “ Marry in Lent, and 
you'll live to repent.’ 

But, to be sure, the popular and 
universal significance of this day, and, 
indeed, of the whole leap year, is the 
right which tradition gives to all spinsters 
to leap at matrimonial] chances that have 
shown no inclination to come their way. 
Of the origin of this custom—now, it 
appears, but seldom practised—we know 
nothing at all, which is a pity. We have 
had sses in plenty, attributing it to a 
social reformer trying to raise a modest 
standard of equality of opportunity in a 

rimitive world; to a humorist having 

is little joke im an when jokés were 
scarce, and to a cynic who was reall 
bent on humiliating his women ‘kind.

A Prison Joke. 


The death of Mr. William O’Brien, who, 
by the way, through his mother, Kathleen 
Nagle, was a descendant of Nano Nagle, 
the foundress of the Presentation Order of 
Nuns, removes the last of the quartette 
who were concerned in an incident which 
caused much amusement .to newspaper 
readers at the time—the smuggling into 
Tullamore Jail of the celebrated suit of 
Blarney tweed for Mr. O’Brien’s use. 

Mr. O’Brien had refused to wear the 
prison clothes, and, of course, wou!d be 
allowed no others. Plans accordingly were 
arranged in Dublin for getting a suit into 
the prison, and these were left in the hands 
of a cousin of Mr. O’Brien, a Mr. John 
Nagle, who was connected with all phases 
of the political movement of the period. 
He consulted a well-known city tailor, Mr. 
Goulding, of Earl! street, who made up the 
suit in “ record ” time. No difficulty was 
experienced in finding a means for smug- 
gling it into the cell; for attached to the 
prison staff as a warder was a young fellow 
named Forde, who wore the ‘‘ Blarney ”’ 
under his uniform, stripped in the cell. 
and assisted the half-famished and 
astonished politician to prepare a surprise 
for the Governor a few hours later. 

Forde, who never was suspected of being 
a purty to the joke, and who actually 
assisted the Governor that morning to trace 
the imaginary footsteps through the prison 
garden to the high wall, resigned from the 
service shortly afterwards.

"buses are twice as fast as the trams, so 
they suit me better. | 

“Owing to a peculiar form of rivalry 
between the "bus companies they seem to 
adopt the same starting times, so that one 
sees three, or even six, "buses pass in one 
minute, and then there is an interval of 
from five to eight minutes. *Buses starting 
simultaneously race’ all the way, passing 
and repassing one another every couple of 
minutes, to the considerable danger of 
other traffic. - The buses on this route, if 
their starting times were properly regu- 
lated, could give a magnificent service.’’

A Visit to Berlin. 


Mr. Thomas Bodkin, Director of the 
National Gallery, has just given me an 
account of a visit which he paid to Berlin 
a short time ago, which he seems to have 
found very pleasant and interesting. He 
went to lecture in the Berlin University 
at the invitation of the Director of the 

State Museum and of 
the Professor of Eng- 
lish in the Univer- 
sity. The English 
and Irish schools of 
painting was his 
subject, and te lec- 
tured in English to 
an audience of 
between 500 and 600, 
every one of whom 
could, he states confi- 
dently, understand 
ES sos ‘and speak English. 
am Mr. Bodkin's 
T. Bopxin. hearers, he found, 
were already familiar 
with a great deal of what he had to tell 
them. They have in one of their galleries 
a fine portrait of Gainsborough, a Romney, 
a self portrait of Joshua Reynolds, and 
a copy of a picture of Wilson’s. The in- 
terest shown in English art is all the 
more remarkable because so little of it is, 
as a general rule, to be seen in Continental 
galleries. There are only half a dozen 
English pictures in the Louvre, three or 
four in Vienna, and two in Italy. 

Even the war failed to damp the 
Germans’ enthusiasm for adding to their 
art collections. At a time when the people 
of Berlin were supporting life mainly on 
black bread and turnips, they still con- 
tinued to buy pictures worth thousands for 
the national art collection. 
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An Trish Memory. 


Among the numerous people of interest 
whom Mr. Bodkin met during his stay in 
Berlin was Dr. Horstman, one of the prin- 
cipal secretaries of the Foreign Office. At 
his house he met Dr. Kiihlmann, who was 
Foreign Minister during the war, but. has 
now left politics, and devotes his time to 
looking a‘ter his very large financial in- 
terests. Dr. Kúhlmann was First Attaché 
in the Embassy in London before the war, 
and was popularly supposed to have 
assisted in the organisation of Sir Edward 
Carson’s army in Ulster. 

“With this in mind,” Mr. Bodkin 
said, “ I asked him as he was driving me 
back from Dr. Horstman’s house if he 
knew Ireland well. I noticed a twinkle in 
his eye as he realised the purport of my 
question. He then told me that, contrary 
to a very general opinion in England and 
Ireland, and even in Gérmany, he had 
never visited Ireland, but he hopes to do 
so at some future date.”’ 


Belfast's Civic A fairs. 


Belfast’s civic affairs have recently 
fieured prominently in the public eye, and 
in the Free State interest in them was 
chiefly concerned to see whether Dublin’s 
example of replacing the Corporation by 
Commissioners would be followed. Judged 
by recent utterances of the Six Counties 
leaders such a departure seems to have heen 
rejected, and Belfast will continue to have 
a Lord Mayor. 

They have no Mansion House in Belfast, 
and they pay no salary to the Lord Mayor. 
Only a man with a strong bank account 
can aspire or afford to undertake the chief 
magistracy of the Northern city, as the 
entertainments and hospitality to be dis- 
pensed in the stately City Hall involve a 
heavy drain on private resources. Despite 
this, Belfast bas found no difficulty in 
finding among its merchant princes 
aspirants for the Lord Mayoralty, who 
have undertaken and worthily upheld the 
dignity of the office, in many cases for 
several years in succession, 

While opinions vary whether it is right 
that wealth should be a factor in the filling 
of posts of honour, Belfast’s civic import- 
ance has certainly developed under the 
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present system, and the ratepayers appear 
to show no inclination for a change.

DA GAUGHRAN’S Pastoral has re- 
ceived more attention among Irish 
Catholics than Mr. Shaw im the Irish 
Times is aware of. The Irish Times's 
leader is more interesting than Mr. Shaw's 
letter. Let me say first that I believe the 
Bishop’s unfortunate phrase about young 
children and the rod was a slip of the 
pen. He could not have meant young 
children. None but a monster could cane 
a young child—but I am a humanitarian 
and a lover of children—and I abhor 
corporal punishment. 

I should sanction it only for very bad 
offences, and then I should have a thought 
of the man or woman who does the 
flogging. Is he or she the better for it! 
Irish children are probably suffering, as 
English children are, from being born 
into a violent time. There has been, 
although not equally, an absence of 
parental control. Perhaps, there may be 
cases where it is the parents who should 
be prescribed the rod. Indeed, I cannot 
believe that children properly brought up 
would need amy such violent remedies as 
Dr. Gaughran suggests. There can be few 
things better calculated to arouse anger 
in adults than unruly children, Even the 
ordinary unhruliness of children, their 
unreason, can drive adults into extreme 
irritation and unhappiness. 


OLD-TIME TEACHERS. 


The unruly child, I submit, is usually 
more sinned against than sinning. 1 was 
aware during the years of the war, when 
I lived in the West of Ireland, of a great 
deterioration in the manners of the 
children. A very intelligent woman of 
their own class, to whom I spoke, attri- 
buted it in some cases to the schools. The 
miserable salaries paid to school teachers 
in those days was not a living wage. 
Ireland was full of young men and women 
being turned out with degrees from the 
universities. There was no employment 
for them. No one could live on salaries 
between £27 and £75 a year. I think 
those were the figures quoted to me. 

It followed that often the schoolmaster 
combined some other trade with his school- 
mastering. I was aware of one who was 4 
farmer as well as a schoolmaster, and a 
drunken person. I remember what my 
highly intelligent woman said:—“If the 
children are called nick-names and their 
ears are boxed and they are hit on small 
provocation, it does not mike for good 
manners.” 

That was under British rule. I pre- 
sume that things are different now. The 
children should have teachers of a 
superior class to their own. 


TEACHING PITY AND LOVE. 


Another thing is the teaching in the 
schools. I do not think that Irish 
children get nearly as much teaching as 
all children need in pity and love. I 
believe that a sufficient inculcation of 
these would make New Heaven and New 
Earth for more than the children. The 
Irish people—I say the people, not the 
middle class nor the upper class—have 
naturally the kindest and sweetest 
manners it has been my good fortune to 
experience. The children must be born 
to such manners, which must be the 
manners of the heart. What happens to 
them on the way if they grow up unruly 
or worse? 

What they need to be taught is gentle- 
ness to all God's creatures, to learn the 
very simple rule of doing to others what 
you would wish them to do to you. The 
immense enriching of a child’s life by 
love and understanding of all God's 
creatures is incalculable: not only 
animals and birds and all that lives, but 
the life of trees and flowers, such life in 
the open air as banishes evil things. In 
Germany and France it is a common 
thing to see boys, headed by their priest, 
singing their way through forests and 
over mountains. The Catholic Church in 
France has had the wisdom to make the 
Boy Scouts movement its own. It is the 
great natural weapon against decadent 
boyhood, a problem which has arisen in 
France owing to the unbridled licence of 
a certain section of the Press, the 
cinemas, the theatres, the cabarets, the 
side-shows at the fairs. 

That movement of Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides discovered the needs of growing 
children and satisfied them. Let Ireland 
adapt it, if it will, make it its own as 
France has done, afd keep violent politics 
out of it: nationality, if you will, but not 
sectional politics. Make as Irish as you 
please the matter of the moment which 
bids love and serve God and country,

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
MacNEILL. 


At a meeting of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of heed, held at 63 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, Professor 
Eoin MacNeill, D.Litt., read a paper on 
‘The Earliest Lives of St. Patrick” He 
dealt with three of the earliest lives—those 
by Fiach, Muirchu, and Tirechan, belonging 
to the end of the seventh century or there- 
about—and reversed the order of time 
assigned to them by Bury and other early 
critees. 

At the conclusion of his analysis, Dr. 
MacNeill pointed out that St. Patrick was 
referred to under four names—Patricius, the 
Latin; Padraig, the Irish form of the Latin; 
Succat, and Magonius. The name Succat 
could be interpreted as the name given to him 
in contempt by British contemporaries, and 
meaning ‘‘ Swineherd.’’” Magonius could be 
interpreted as meaning the “ Slave.”’ 

An account of some old silver chalices 
connected with the Counties of Galway and 
Mayo, with lantern illustrations by Mr. 
Martin J. Blake, was communicated by Mr. 
R. J. Kelly; and there was an interesting 
exhibition of the Minute Book of the 
Archeological and Celtic Society from 1854 
to 1862, presented by Mr. ©. Grattan

The Belfast Corporation yesterd pe“ 
the estimates for the coming year, and adopted 
a rate of 10s, 10d., which is 7d. in the & less 
than that of the present year. . 

Sir Wiliam Coates, Bart., Chairman of the 
Financle Committee, proposing the adoption 
oí the estimates, said: that during the past 
year, which was a very trying one for the 
Corporation, two important reports had been 
beforé the Corporation—the McClure report 
(Economy Committee) and the report of the 
various committees on the findings of that 
report. Further, as a special Committee, pre- 
sided over by the Lord Mayor, was at present 
engaged in further consideration of both these 
reports, anything that he might say might 
possibly make their task more difficult. “I 
would just like here,” he said, “to refer to 
the grant from the Electricity Undertaking 
of £11,000, and to the payment of the interest 
and Sinking Fund of the City Hall debt, which 
earlier to-day has been granted by the Gas 
Undertaking, amounting to £11,460. These 
amounts are fairly due by these two undertak- 
ings to be used in relief of the rates, and it 
is to be regretted that the Tramway under- 
taking has not, so far, found itself in a posi- 
tion to follow the good lead thus given.” 

REDUCED DEMANDS. -_ . 

Proceeding, he said that the Guardians 
demand showed a reduction of £13,800, repre- 
senting 2d. in the £. Largely owing to the 
settlement of the outstanding difficulty about 
the police charges, the Police Committee 5 
estimates show a reduction of £19,355; and, as

ECONOMY OR EXTRAVAGANCE? -

be interesting if some of those who ase gs 
cating public opinion with such industry an 
vigour would condescend to let us know the 
tests by which they determine whether there 
“is economv or extravagance. . No intelligent 
man would be misled by asking him to com- 
pare merely the poundages imposed in various 
cities. vet much of what has been spoken and 
written disregards even the most rudimentary 
aspects of the problems connected with the 
incidence of taxation, Even about mere 
questions of fact there have been gross and 
misrepresentations. It has been 
stated that in the returns, which are recog- 
nised as official and authoritative in England, 
the ordinary water rates are included in the 

(al poundage given for municipal rates. 
Even the most superficial examination of the 
publications bearing on the question would 
have shown that the water rate is treated in 
the same manner as charges for gas or elec- 
tricity, 

“I now wish to deal with one aspect of 
the persistent attacks upon Belfast during 
the last eight months. Those who have con- 
ducted the campaign of slander have been up 
against the fact that the annual return of 
rates levied in various towns shows that the 
amount per head of population is very much 
lower in Belfast than in provincial cities in 
En: nd. This marked difference is stated 
by the critics of the Corporation to be en- 
tirely due to the fact that in England local 
rates have to bear mucli heavier burdens for 
poor relief, police, and education; and, in so 
far as the conditions are similar, municipal 
expenditure in Belfast is grossly extravagant. 

' Quite recently an investigation. has Son 
made of the published figures for eight large 
English provincial cities whose annual 
abstracts are available for examination in 
the City Treasurer’s Department. Sheffield 
is not included, as it has been stated- in cer- 
tain newspapers that its City Council is 
dominated by a Socialist majority. 

IN FAVOUR OF BELFAST. 

“The resultant figures show that for the 
municipal services brought into comparison 
the amount of rates levied per head of popu- 
lation varies from £2 2s. 4d. to £3 5s, 4d., 
while the mean figure is £2 9s. 1d. For:Bel- 
fast the corresponding amount for the current 
Vear is £1 Qs. 9d., and íor the coming year 
it will be £I &s. The difference between 
£2 2s. 4d. and £1 Qs. Gd. is 12s. 7d. per 
head, and multiplying this by the population 
ol Belfast represents in respect. of the set- 
vices brought into this caleulation a difference 
in favour of Belfast cf over a quarter of a 
million pounds. I would suggest that those 
who are constantly denouncing the Corpora- 
tion and | g the facts, should 
give careful consideration to the above 
figures.”’ 

The Markets Commit 
a satisfactory credit. bala e of over £10,000, 
although it might be pointed out that there 
should not be any di ncien in the working 
of the abattoir. The Educatio: (‘ommittee’s 
estimates have already been passed by the 
Council. They show an increase: of about 
£5,000, and as time goes on we may be pre- 
pared to see yearly increases for this verv 
important phase of the Council’s activities. 
From the figures I have given it will be seen 
that the reduction of 7d. in the pound comes 
from the relief afforded by the (;uardians, 
and the effect of the settlement come to in 
regard to the Constabulary charge: The 
spending Committees of the Corporation have 
not seen ‘their way to reduce their estimates 
of expenditure for the coming year. ‘This is 
to be regretted; but, at the same time, it is 
only fair to point out—as I have done many 
times in the past—that the amount of the 
loan charges and fixed services is so large 
that it leaves a comparatively smal! sum 
capable of being in any way materially 
reduced.

> vraag Ho for unemployment and emigra- 
tion; but they make no examination of the 
qualifications of the unemplo ed for employ- 
ment in the industries wnich they hope to 
see established or of the capacity or inclina- 
tion of young Irish men and women to 
engage in the manufacture of woollens, 
linens, wireless apparatus, shoes, furniture, 


etc. i 

They ignore the guestioff of markets. 
Possibly it is unfortunate that modern man 
and woman demand an ever-increasing variety 
of articles to chose from. This demand can 
only be supplied by concerns manufacturing 
on a large scale for @ large Market. Take, 
for‘ instance, hosiery. An advocate of tariffs 
recently suggested that the hosiery demands 
of Ireland should be supplied from Irish 
factories. If we take the item of silk, 
artificial silk, cotton and wool stockings, not 
only are five kinds of material required, but 
also mixtures in various proportions of these 
materials at various prices. Then for each 
material or mixture of. materials a large 
number of different sizes has to be made. 
The result is that it is impossible for any 
concern manufacturing for a community of 
three million people, mostly hard-up and 
hard-working farmers and their dependents, 
to produce the varieties and sizes required 
at an economic price without the aid of a 
large foreign market. In these days of 
intense competition such an external market 
takes years to build up, and can only be 
won by superexcellence of product, backed b 
large financial resources. It is to be feared, 
therefore, that the prospect of establishing 
large industries in Ireland on a commercially 
economic basis is quite illusory. 

Let me return to the basic principle. 

Ireland is predominantly an agricultural 
country. er industrious and competent 
farmers and their dependents wring from her 
soil, first, sustenance for themselves, second, 
a surplus of food which is exchangeable for 
other goods. On this surplus our industrial 
population live, and give in exchange their 
services or their manufactures. The only 
hope of the advocates ot thorough-going pro- 
tection is that this surplus will be diverted 
to our unemployed or to those who at present 
emigrate; but it is evident that, even if this 
process .of absorbing ‘unemployed and 
potential emigrants were practicable and 
practical, it cannot continue indefinitely 
unless continually extending foreign markets 
can be found. 
On the other hand, if the process of 
industrialisation had an unexpected success, 
Fianna Fail would be faced with the problem 
of immigration not only of English, Welsh, 
Scotch and Americans, but also of the 
languages of these nationalities. It seems, 
therefore, that an indispensable preface to the 
extension of tariffs or, indeed, of the reten- 
tion of the existing ones, is an examination 
of the resources of the Free State in the 
matter of food supplies available for home 
use and export. Industry is a tender flower, 
easiy blighted and essentially dependent on 
a bountiful supply of the fruits of the earth. 
The present revival. in industry is entirely 
due to a succession of good world harvests, 
and a decline will occur as soon as a succes- 
sion of indifferent ones occur. 

Mr. Hogan is accomplishing a task which 
will result in far more solid and enduring 
benefits to this country than all the pro- 
tectionists.. who, indeed, are nothing but a 
drag on his efforts. The Irish farmer—and 
not only the Irish farmer, but all those 
dependent and closely connected with him, 
his labourers, his sons and daughters, the 
shopkeepers in the small towns and villages— 
must always remember that protection and 
tariffs mean that they are to buy dear and 
sell cheap, and are to be sacrificed for the 
benefit of the industrialists of Dublin and the 
larger towns.’ On the other hand, the 
industrialists of the towns must remember 
that a prosperous agriculture automatically 
spells good trade and prosperity for them.

THE WIGG-COCHRANE CASF. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TH! LRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—There is considerable danger at this 
stage in the Wigg-Cochrane case of obscuring 
the vital issue. When the Treaty became 
law, Irish civil servants were, in actual fact, 
British civil servants, and neither then nor 
now had they any quarrel or misunderstand- 
ing with the masters of the Free State. 
Their contracts of service were with the 
British Treasury, and, when the Treaty pro- 
vided for handing over public departments 
to a different administration, it became the 
obvious duty of the British Treasury to 
terminate these contracts. But. as it would 
have embarrassed the newly-formed State 
to enter into possession without the depart- 
mental staffs, the Treaty also arovidied for 
their discharge by permitting them to retire, 
if they so desire, within reasonable time 
limits. 

The terms were clearly stated, and these 
were not of the ordinary ‘kind where civil 
servants may retire only on account of age 
or infirmity. The terms are described in the 
Treaty as being “fair compensation,’’ and 
herein lies the gravamen of the whole case. 
With Whitehall the civil servants con- 
cerned . began, and with Whitehall lies 
the entire responsibility. They regarded, 
and still regard, England as the 
guarantor of their rights. The cleariy 
stated terms were submitted, and civil 
servants took their choice. For Mr. Amery 
to declare now that what was said was not 
meant is futile. The whole object of written 
agreements is to enable the parties concerned 
to avoid subsequent differences of opinion. 

[t has cost a: very large sum, voluntarily 
subscribed, to have defined by the Supreme 
Court of the Empire what the Treaty pro- 
vided for British civil servants employed in 
Ireland as compensation for services already 
rendered and for Joss of office. If it is com- 
petent for Mr. Amery or the British Govern- 
ment for political expediency, to abrogate 
and annul British law with a wave of the 
hand, then there is an end to national or 
international honour, and British civil 
servants become the victims of a gross 
betrayal 

Likewise it becomes apparent that the 
functions of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council count for nothing. Their 
judgments can readily be set aside by the 
politicians in the homeland or the Colonies. 
In fact, treaties and agreements become

Mr. Shaw refrains from argu- 
ment or statement of facts. He assumes that 
the birch is universally condemned and that 
admonition is sufficient discipline for the 
= tran eee elder brother, the school bully or 
the persistent liar. 

Most.of us agree that parents with violent 
tempers should never use the rod; but there 
are occasions when '“he that’s merciful to 
the bad is cruel to the good.” Does the 
eminent playwright question inspiration, 
wherein it is laid down that ‘‘he who 
spgreth the rod hateth his son”? Mr. Shaw 
may have passed unscathed from the nursery 
to college, and, if the rod of justice never 
rebounded from his immaculate back, his 
case is a powerful argument against force. 
Yet the writer is not ashamed to confess 
that a caning for “ mitching’’ from school 
had a more beneficial effect on his education 
than the study of modern satirists. 

The bishops’ pastorals, most of which I 
have read, have unsparingly denounced the 
frequency of perjury. One shepherd has 
raised his voice in deprecation of that mean 
and sinful vice which is at the very root of 
it—namely, lying. He is attacked by Mr. 
Shaw, and his admonition as to the obvious 
necessity for good example is, in questionable 
taste, treated with a sneer. With due 
deference to the Anglo-Irish sage, I venture 
to say that Solomon's proverb still holds, 
and many a fond mother’s darling would be 
a better Irishman had the brat’s back felt 
the rod of correction. 

I do not hesitate to declare that anyone 
who has the zeal or patriotism to raise a 
campaign against lying in this country will

SECOND PERFORMANCE AT

RECOMMENDED. 


A special meeting of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion was held yesterday to consider the first 
interim report of the Lord Mayor's Special

THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Committee make the following, among 
other, recommendations :-- 

That the managers of the respective trading 
departments be empowered to negotiate from 
time to time with the employés’ representa- 
tives for the purpose of revising the scale of 
wages, but that any Name come to 
should be provisional until submitted to and 
approved by the Committee controlling the

he report continued—We have to report 
that the ‘agg ig Committee, at their meet- 
ing on the 17t February, expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Carlisle’s engagement as 
general manager of the tramways should be 
terminated. We concur in the opinion ex- 
pressed by the Tramways Committee, and 
recommend that Mr. Carlisle be given three 
months’ notice from the Ist March next to 
terminate his engagement as general manager 
of the tramways, and that the own Clerk 
be instructed to serve notice accordingly. 

We further recommend that, in view of the 
os of the vorporetton tramways 
undertaking and the large amount. of 
capital involved, there should be ap- 
pointed to the position of general manager a 
person of extensive tramway administra- 
tive experience and engineering qualifica- 
tions . of such an order as would fit 
him to fully advise the Corporation 
on all questions relating to the administration 
of the tramways undertaking; and that it 
be referred to the Tramways Committee, in 
conference with this Committee, to draw up 
for the Council's approval the conditions of 
the appointment, 

LORD MAYOR'S STATEMENT. 

In moving the adoption of the report, the 
Lord Mayor said that the Committee s de- 
liberations as a whole were very delicate and 
at times very unpleasant. 

REPORT CRITICISED. 

Councillor Clokey formally seconded 
resolution. 

Councillor Midgley, referring to the recom. 
mendation in regard to the tramways 
manager, said that he did not know what was 
in the minds of the Special Committee, but 
he would tell them straight and plain that 
he would rather go out and hang himself 
and think himself very honourable in so doing 
than to remain silent that day in face of such 
a recommendation. 

The McClure Committee had reported 
adversely against Mr. Carlisle as manager of 
the tramways, and that was confirmed by 
the Tramways Committee. A recommendation 
was brought before the Council—the Lord 
Mayor himself sponsoring it—which was that 
whilst Mr. Carlisle was, in the opinion of the 
Council, incompetent, yet he possessed a great 
deal of knowledge in regard to the under- 
taking, which knowledge would be of use in 
the future administration of the undertaking ; 
and it was recommended that he be retained 
in another capacity at exactly the same salary 
he was receiving now. To that proposal he 
(the speaker) took up a line of hostility, 
because it was an illogical position—it was 
not good horse sense. 

The Lord Mayor said that Mr. Carlisle 
was a splendid right-hand man to a mana- 
ger. When he (Sir William) was Chairman 
of the tramways undertaking for five years 
he had told them time a again in that 
chamber that he had nothing but the 
greatest respect for him as an individual, 

LAW OFFICER’S OPINION. 

The Town Solicitor said that in the ordi- 
nary way Mr., Carlisle would not be entitled 
to a pension on his retirement, as he was 
not sixty, and had not broken down in 
health. The only way that he could claim 
a pension was under the Local Government 
Act of 1919, which provided that if an officer 
protected under it, as Mr. Carlisle was, was 
relieved from office for any reason other than 
incapacity or misconduct he could claim a 
pension according to his years. 

AN ADDENDUM. 

Councillor Lyle Hall rose to move the fol- 
lowing amendment:—‘‘ That we concur in 
the opinion expressed by the Tramways 
Committee recommending that Mr. Carlisle 
be given three months’ notice from Ist 
March next to terminate his engagement as 
general manager of the tramways, and that 
Mr. Carlisle be appointed assistant manager 
at a salary to be fixed by the Tramways 
Committee.” 

After the lapse of several minutes the 
Lord Mayor said that an amendment had 
been drafted which would take the form of 
an addendum to the resolution moved by 
himself.

Councillor M‘Kibbin and Alderman Nixon 
said that Mr. Carlisle had not got the sup- 
port that he should have got from the 
Council. 

The amendment was carried unanimously, 
and the Special Committee’s report, with 
the addendum, was approved. 
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ALLEGED FRAUD IN COUNTY

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LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
COVENANT. 
—_— > ——— 
EFFECT UPON THE ANGLO- 
IRISH TREATY. 

Having regard to the history of Britain 
during the past one hundred years, said Mr. 
Thomas Johnson, General Secretary of the 
Irish Labour Party, in the course of a lecture 
last evening, under the auspices of the Irish 
League ‘of Nations Society, it would not be 
unreasonable to fear that Great Britain might 

ain become involved in wars in which none 
of the Dominions would have any direct 
interest. 

The members of the League of Nations, he 
said, had entered into obigation, with a view 
of maintaining the peacé of the world, and 
that Treaty applied to the autonomous States 
of the British Commonwealth, which are 
independent members of the League. ~ Hie 
maintained that the Covenant of the League 
of Nations superseded and revoked all prior 
agreements or Treaties which were incon- 
sistent with that Covenant, and that the 
Treaty entered into between the Irish Free 
State in 1923 with all the States which were 
members of the League of Nations abrogated 
all obligations or understandings inconsistent 
with the terms of the Covenant which were 
entered into between the parties to the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921. The Labour 
Party were strongly in favour of the recog- 
nition by the Powers of the independent 
status of the autonomous States of 
the British Commonwealth. Among 
members of the British Commonwealth and 
nations there should be no striving after a 
unified foreign policy, or a unified military, 
naval or aerial defence, which would be in- 
consistent with the League of Nations. 

At the close of Mr. Johnson’s lecture an 
interesting debate was contributed to by 
several of those present, including Professor 
Binchy, University College, Dublin; Mr. R. 
Mortished and Mr. O. Grattan Esmonde, T.D. 
At the conclusion of the debate the Chairman, 
Senator Douglas, thanked Mr. Johnson for his 
lecture, which, he said, provided one of the 
most interesting discussions that the Society 
had yet experienced.

Free State Tariffs. 


Our Belfast Correspondent informs us 
that the well-known firm of Marsh and 
Company, which has been manufacturing 
biscuits in the North of Ireland for nearly 
a hundred years, is about to close its doors, 
and that some three hundred persons will 
be thrown out of work. One of the 
directors of the firm announces that the 
immediate cause of the firm’s decision to 
cease. business is the Customs barrier 
between Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Free “State. In the years before the 
imposition of tariffs by the Free State a 
flourishing trade was done with the 
twenty-six counties. Under the new 
régime, however, an import duty of three- 
pence per pound has been levied on all 
biscuits containing sugar. This duty is 
assessed on the gross weight of the im- 
ported article, so that, if in a consign- 
ment of a hundred-weight of biscuits a 
pound of sugar is contained, duty must be 
paid, not on the pound, but on the 
hundredweight. Those short-sighted persons 
who declared, when the Free State Govern- 
ment adopted a protectionist policy, that: 
one of its results would be the economic 
coercion of Northern Jreland, may be 
pleased by Messrs. Marsh’s decision to 
close their factory.

What have tariffs done for the Saorstát ? 
When Mr. Ernest Blythe first announced 
his policy of ‘‘ selective protection ” in 
Dáil Éireann we. were told that tariffs 
would. solve, or, at any rate, would 
‘mitigate, the unemployment problem, 
that they would check the outward flow 
of emigration, and that ultimately they 
would cheapen the cost of living to 
the consumer. Has any of these 
benefits been obtained? Unemployment 
continues to be widespread. Some 
additional: hands, no dopbt, have been 
employed in the manufacture of protected 
articles; but an examination of the 
annual trade returns will show that, for 
every new man or woman who has 
secured work, the consumer has been 
forced to pay an altogether exorbitant 
price in the shape of import duties. 
Emigration has not stopped; it has not 
even been reduced, for the simple reason 
that protective tariffs hit the farming 
classes most severely, and farmers’ sons, 
instead of finding employment in the new 
factories, are making haste to leave the 
country. The cost of living, 
essentials, has not fallen appreciably ; 
and in those cases where it has fallen the 
reduction certainly cannot be attributed

The New Housing. 

The renaissance of domestic architéc- 
ture, which has made a big proportion of 
the dwellings built in England since the 
Great War things of beauty, has not 
manifested itseli in, Ireland. Men re- 
joice that the mud cabins of the last 
century have disappeared almost com- 
pletely from the countryside; but often 
those cabins, like the larger houses built 
by the traditional rural masons, were 
highly picturesque, and by no means con- 
temptible in point of comfort. The in- 
quiries of the Gaeltacht and Technical 
Education Commissions showed that 
throughout the Free State during the 
present century the tradition of masonry 
has declined to the verge of extinction. 
In its place has come an analogue of the 
‘ jerry-building’’ of the towns. A remark- 
able survey of the present state of domestic 
architecture in England may be found in 

Decorative Art, 1928 ’’—the newly pub- 
lished book of The Studio. The 
writer discusses the influence’ of the 
Addison housing scheme, which was the 
British Government's first gigantic effort 
to make up the nation’s arrears of house- 
bvilding immediately after the war. That 
scheme planted hundreds of small dwell- 
every English county; and,

These folk, 
as a rule, cannot afford. to commission 
architects to build homes for them near 
to the heart’s desire. “Here is a market 
waiting for the builder who is sufficiently 
enterprising to start a new business by 
supplying well-built, ready-made houses of 
moderate dimensions, designed by archi- 
tects.” Some of the more ambitious English 
domest!. work of recent years errs on the 
side of the bizarre. A house at East- 
bourne has a Moorish effect that! is de- 
lightful to the eye, but unhomely. On

Hollywood and the World. 
There are 3,500 cinematograph theatres 
in Great Britain, at which popular films 
get 1,000 to 1,500 bookings. Fifteen 


hundred bookings represent some 1,500,000 
seats for three days, twice filled—or some 


send annually to Great Britain some 700 
films, which represent at least eighty 
per cent. of the total provender of the 
British picture houses. These figures have 
the authority of Colonel A. C. Bromhead, 
Chairman of the Gaumont Company, who 
addressed the Authors’ Club on Monday ; 
and he added that on every day of the 
week films are seen by some 100,000,000 
people throughout the world. Colonel 
Bromhead’s figures, for anybody ‘who 
cares to think about them, have a 
staggering significance. They mean that 
through the most subtle and most effective 
of all media that man’s wit has invented 
the ideas, manners and methods of a 
particular civilisation are being imposed 
on all the civilisations of both hemi- 
spheres. Most of the millions who visit 
the pictures, once or twice a week, in 
these islands lead dull lives and do not 
read books. Their sole knowledge of life 
outside their own little circles is drawn 
from the films. In China the American 
film has been a most potent ambassador 
of American trade. It has taught the 
Chinese to wear vast quantities of 
American ready-made clothing and cloth 
caps. Following the fashion of Holly- 
wood, China’s youth now wears belts, and 
the. import of braces is nearly at vanish- 
ing point. Far more important, however, 
than the conflict between belts and braces 
is the conflict between different ideals and 
different conceptions of life. In Ireland, 
as everywhere in Europe, Hollywood 's 
triumphant invasion has raised the ques- 
tion: Are we willing to exchange our own 
ideals and traditions, which have two 
thousand years of civilisation behind 
them, for the morals and conceptions of 
Californian studios? It is a tremendous 
question, which, if we shirk it, soon will 
answer itself; for the films’ propaganda 
is incessant, and already Hollywood's 
speech and manners are being reflected in 
the streets of Dublin. Yet we continue 
to ignore the question and to evade the 
choice; and neither Church nor State 
offers light or leading. ' . 


Pigeons. 


Annually, at this season, two pigeons— 
Edwin and Angelina—return to a certain 
roof in Dublin. They are welcomed as 
harbingers of spring, and their fluttering 
and cooing accentuate rather than break 
the silence of early morning. Literature 
presents the pigeon as an affectionate and 
gentle, though dull-witted, bird. It has 
figured in poets’ idylls and on old-time 
valentines, but in such terms as have 
invited no really personal interest, no 
robust feeling of esteem. Henceforward, 
however, we shall regard the roof-haunting 
visitors with a new respect; for a new 
light has been thrown upon the pigeon’s 
character by the official rat-catcHer to the 
City of London. Some time ago, when the 
pigeons of St. Paul’s Cathedral became too 
numerous, Mr. William Dalton, torn from 
his proper functions, was charged with 
the task of their destruction. A report 
that he had completed his task brought to 
St. Paul’s yesterday a crowd of sad- 
hearted persons who had been wont to feed 
the birds; but to their joy they discovered 
that the rumour was false. Mr. Dalton, 
from whom the wily rat has-no secrets, 
has failed to circumvent the pigeons, and 
is quite bitter on the subject. ‘‘ Only one 
pigeon at St. Paul's!” he said; “I should 
not like to have to eat what's left.’’ At 
first the over-confident and long-petted 
creatures were an easy prey, but, after 
Mr. Dalton had captured a thousand of 
them, in vain was the net spread in the 
sight of any bird. “ They are as artful 
as rats,’ he said; “and as soon as | get 
there you will see an old fat fellow come 
and quiz me, head on one side, eye cocked 
up, and off he goes and says, ‘Look out, 
here’s Old Bill.’ Then not one of them 
will come down.” So once again facts 
play havoc with sentiment, and a rat- 
catcher’s experience denies the ancient 
antithesis in ‘‘ wise as serpents and harm- 
less as doves.”’

The Ideal Home. 


The Lord Mayor, who was accompanied 
by the Lady Mayoress, ovened the Ideal 
Home Exhibition at Olympia this morn- 
ing. One feature of the Exhibition is the 
house which is supposed to be the fore- 
runner of English homes as they may be 
in the year 2000. It is built of a material 
never employed before, of a substance 
representing thin sheets of horn. The 
house is square, and an outside Staircase 
to the flat roof is the only one employed, 
though there is a lift inside. On the roof 
are pergolas and on the top of an adjoin- 
ing garage there is a bathing pool. On 
the garden side of the house the upper 
panes of the windows rise and fall. over- 
hanging the lower panes much in the same 
way as motor car windscreens. Labour. 
saving is employed throughout. In the 
diningroom dishes, plates and cups of 
paper, to be destroyed after use, replace 
china. In the bedrooms roller shutters 
convert four cabin-like bunks, er h with 
basin, cupboards and wardrobes, into two 
double rooms. Heating comes from 
electric panels in the floors, while the 
beds are warmed by electrically-connected 
mattresses. As a home it is an interesting 
conceit, but scarcely likely to appeal to 
many people.

OPPOSITION TO NEW 

GERMAN PROPOSALS, 

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

It will be a comparatively easy matter 
to obtain a divorce in Germany if the 
proposals recommended by the sub- 
committee of the Judicial Committee of 
the Reichstag which has been examining 
the question of divorce reform are 
adopted by the Reichstag. 

The fate of the proposals, however, is 
very uncertain in view of the opposition 
they have aroused. One suggestion of the 
sub-committee is. that divorce should be 
granted if the relations between husband 
and wife ave so strained that the con- 
tinuance of married life cannot be cox- 
pected, and if both parties have lived 
apart for one year before the divorce suit 
is brought 

A seccnd proposal is that a divorce 
should also be pronounced if both hus- 
band and wife have lived apart by mutua- 
agreement for five years or longer; while 
a third suggestion of the sub-committee 
is that a divorce should be granted when 
one of the parties suffers from a mental 
derangement from which recovery appears 
to be improhable. 

A motion by the German National and 
Centre Party members of the committee 
to shelve the discussion of divorce re- 
form, to which they strongly object, was 
rejected by a majority, and the proposals 
will consequently go before the Reichstag 
in due course.

FREE STATE WIRELESS 
TALK TO AUSTRALIA. 


‘ : 
DUBLIN AMATEURS’ HOME- 
MADE TRANSMITTER. 


Direct two-way wireless communication 
between amateurs in the Irish Free State 
and Australia was established for the 
first time on Sunday night last. 

The Dublin operators were Mr. Dermot | 
M. O’Dwver and Mr. Donald E. O’ Dwyer, 
of 9 Upper Leeson street, who received the 
Morse signal ‘‘C.Q.,”’ while they were 
‘‘listening-in’’ at about nine o'clock. 
This is the signal usually sent out by 
amateurs requesting listeners to reply. 
The name of the transmitting station, 
‘‘O,. A.—3K.S.,’’ also was given. 

Messrs. O'Dwyer sent out a reply that 
the signal had been picked up at their 
station, ‘‘ G.W.—18B.,”’ and that the 
reception was quite clear. The sender, 
who was in Victoria, Australia, replied 
acknowledging their message and intimat- 
ing that he would repeat the experiment 
on next Sunday. 

Mr. Dermot O'Dwyer told an Trish 
Times reporter that he received the signals 
on a 2-valve Reinartz set which he and 
his brother made and which was operating 
on a wave-length of 45 metres, with a 
current-feed _Hertz aerial. 

The transmitter, which was also made 
by the O'Dwvers at home, was operated 
with an input of 4 watts from 200-volt 
accumulators. 

Mr. Dermot O’Dwyer said that he had 
been experimenting since 1926 and had 
communicated in Morse with. other 
amateurs in India, Canada, Newfound- 
land, Morocco and other places to the 
number of 36. 

He ‘had also carried out experiments in 
wireless telephony and had spoken to 
other experimenters in different parts of 
Ireland and in England, the most distant 
being in Manchester. 

He is a. member of the Irish Radio 
Transmitters’ Society, which is affiliated 
with the International Amateur Radio 
Union, 


DONEGAL FISHING 
INDUSTRY. 
a 
QUESTION OF TARIFF ON 
BARRELS. 


At the meeting of Donegal County Council 
yesterday, Mr. J. F. Q’Donnejl moved a 
resolution protesting against the, placing of 
any tariff on fish barrels until such time as 
the local cooperages were reopened and in a 
position to meet the requirements of the 
trade. He said that his knowledge and ex- 
perience convinced him that it would be 
disastrous to the fishing trade in Co. Donegal 
to impose such a tariff. They were in an 
entirely different position to any other 
maritime county in the Free State. They 
were completely isolated. The nearest place 
where they could get supplies would be Dublin 
if a tariff were put on under existing con- 
ditions. 

He had before him the prices in Dublin 
last September for whole barrels, and it was 
sixpence over and above the Derry price, and 
74d. over the price for half-barrels. In other 
words, the price was 74 per cent. over and 
above the Derry price. The tariff would hit 
the fishermen and the consumers, who would 
have to pay the extra cost involved 

He asked that the Council impress upon 
the Minister for Fisheries. who was in favour 
of opposing the tariff until such time as they 
could get the local cooperages reopened, the 
desirability of having the local cooperages re- 
opened at the earliest possible date. He 
would have no objection to a tariff if they 
could supply the barrels locally. 

Mr. O’Boyle seconded the motion. He said 
that he did not agree with Mr. O'Donnell 
that there was a difference between the Dublin 
and Derrv prices. ; 

Mr. O'Donnell said that he had prices in 
black and white, and moreover the Dublin 
price was only quoted on the condition that a 
certain quantity should be taken, whereas 
Derry supplied any quantity. no matter how 
small. ) 


“ DISASTROUS.” 

Mr. O'Boyle said that he thought that in 
the present state of the. fishing industry it 
would be disastrous to put a tariff on barrels. 
It might mean a big revolution in the trade 
in Donegal, which had to depend entirely for 
supplies of fish in the winter. on Scotch 
drifters comjng to Ireland, for the reason that 
they had no fleet of their own, and the 
chances were that the Scotch fishing industry 
would deal with the fish in the Oban district 
and do away entirely with Donegal. That 
was the threat held oat, and‘in the cireuth- 
stances it would be disastrous to have a tariff 
imposed on barrels in the meantime. . 

Mr. W. Blavney,.T.D., said that if the 
cooperage industry was to be established in 
Donegal they would have to have protection. 
No company would take the responsibility of 
competing against outside firms who could 
menopolise the industry by importing at a 
lower cost unless there was protection. 

Mr. M‘Philemy was strongly in favour of 
the tariff. : 

Mr. O’Boyle said that twenty men could 
produce 40,000 burrels in the year, and that 
would be more than enough to supply the 
whole of the Free State. 

Mr. Gallen. suggested that they should 
leave out the protest. 


NO CATTLE DISEASE 
IN WATERFORD.

SITUATION IN WEXFORD 
STILL SATISFACTORY. 


A report, issued by the Department of 
Agriculture in Dublin last night, 
stated :— 

The examination of live stock in County 
Wexford continues satisfactory. During 
the day the Department's Investigating 
Staff examined 1,112. animals. The 
Licensing Staff at one centre examined 
110, at another 1,101, and at a third 264 
animals. All these 2,587 animals were 
found to be free from disease. 

The case of suspected disease reported 
yesterday from Waterford proved on 
examination by the Department s veteri- 
nary officers not to be a case of foot-and- 
mouth disease. 

In connection with the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Show and Sale, application for 
the necessary special licences to admit of 
the movement of bulls and boars into 
County Wexford should be made at the 
offices of the Department of Agriculture 
in the showyard. 


THE EXAMINATIONS 
WATERFORD. 


Our Waterford Correspondent states 
that Captain Purdy and Mr. J. P. 
O’Reilly, veterinary inspectors of the 
Department of Agriculture, made an 
examination yesterday of all the animals 
on a farm near Waterforll where a suspi- 
cious case had been reported on Monday 
and found no trace of foot-and-mouth 
disease. | 

Great relief was felt in shipping circles 
and in Waterford City and County gener- 
ally when the result of the inspectors’ 
examination became known. 


“ SUSPECTED * CASES. 

The Wicklow County Committee of 
Agriculture, at its meeting yesterday, 
passed a resolution requesting the Depart 
tment of Agriculture to urge the Executive 
Council to prohibit the publication of 
suspected cases of foot-and-mouth disease 
until they had been confirmed as actual 
cases of disease. . 

A resolution was also passed requesting 
the Department to introduce a system of 
compensation for farmers and_stock- 
owners who suffered from the restrictions 
placed on the movements of stock. 


OUTBREAK IN LINCOLNSHIRE. 


The Minister of Agriculture in London 
announced that the existence of foot-and- 
mouth disease was yesterday confirmed at 
Salmonby, Horncastle, Lincolnshire, two 
cattle being affected. In consequence of 
this fresh outbreak, the usual restrictions 
have been applied to an area of approxi- 
mately fifteen miles round the infected 
premises.

RENOUNCING WAR.

THE NEW AMERICAN NOTE. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The text of the new American Note to 
France on the subject of the proposed 
multilateral treaty to renounce war, was 
issued here this evening. 

This latest communication of the 
Secretary of State, which is a reply: to 
France’s Note of Januarv 21st, does not 
throw much additional light on the matter, 
which now seems to have resolved itself 
Into-a more or less academic discussion of 
the respective merits of the multilateral 
treaty favoured by the United States, and 
the bilateral, to which France inclines. 

In het last communication France main- 
tained that her obligations under the 
League of Nations and the Locargo Treaty 
made it difficult for her to enter into a 
multilateral treaty with the United States 
and other Great Powers for the outlawing 
of war. i 

In his present reply, Mr. Kellogg con- 
tends that the difference between a multi- 
lateral and a bilateral treaty is one of 
degree and not of substance, and goes. on 
to say that he fails to see why, if France's 
obligations permit her to conclude a treaty 
such as that proposed to him last June 
by M. Briand, she cannot equally well 
join with the United States in offering 
to conclude an equivalent . multilateral 
treaty with other principal Powers of the 
world. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN CONFERENCE. 
If, however, continues Mr. Kellogg, the 
members of the League cannot, without 
violating the terms of the League 
Covenant, agree among themselves and 
with the American Government to renounce 
war, then it seems idle to discuss either 
bilateral or multilateral treaties. 

Mr. Kellogg then points out that at 
the recently concluded Pan-American Con- 
ference at Havana, a resolution wus passed 
expressing condemnation of war as an 
instrument of ntional policy, and that it 
was significant that of twenty-one nations 
represented at that conference seventeen 
were members of the League of Nations. 

Mr. Kellogg concludes his appeal to 
France in the following terms :— 

‘Though, in view of the reservations 
made by America herself when the 
question of her joining the world court 
was on the tapis, my words may seem a 
little hard upon France, the ideal which 
inspires the effort so sincerely, so hope- 
fully put forward by your Government 
and mine is arresting and appealing, just 
because of its purity and simplicity, and 
I cannot avoid feeling that, if Govern- 
ments should publiciy acknowledge that 
they can only deal with this ideal in a 
technical spirit and insist upon the 
adoption of reservations impairing, if not 
utterly destroying the true significance of 
their own endeavours, they would be in 
effect only recording their impotence, to 
the keen disappointment of mankind in 
general. ''

DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND 
AND. EX-SERVICE MEN. 

The Duke of Northumberland, Chairman 
of the Southern Irish Loyalists’ Relief 
Association, in a statement regarding the 
recent decision of the Government to spend 
£1,000,000 on compensation to Southern 
Irish loyalists, says that some misapprehen- 
sion appears to exist as to the effect of it. 
Many people. he continues, seem to imagine 
that this will in some measure relieve the 
distress amongst ex-Service men in. Southern 
Ireland. It will, of course, do nothing of the 
kind. It only benefits those people who 
suffered injury to person or property, and the 
reat bulk of ex-Service men are, therefore,

CHALLENGE TO MR. AMERY. 

Lord Carson writes in a letter to The 
Times:—In the House of Commons on 
Monday Mr. Amery, Secretary of State 
for the Dominions, made a statement with 
reference to the refusal of the Free State 
Government to carry out the decision of 
the Judicial Committee declaring the 
rights to pension and compensation of 
civil servants transferred to the Govern- 
ment of the Free State, which, I think, 
ought at once to be challenged. The 
statement was as follows :— 

“The Privy Council obviously is the 
only interpreter of the law in the case. 
But those who framed the Treaty can 
interpret their own intentions in framing 
it, and if they receive representations 
that the framing is unsatisfactory they 
can consider such representations.’’ 

Has Mr.. Amery forgotten that the 
rights in question were granted under an 
Imperial Act of Parliament, whose 
intentions can only be ascertained by 
reference to the terms of the Act? It is 
the construction of the Act, as passed by 
Parliament, that the Privy Council has 
adjudicated upon. 


INDIAN BOYCOTT, 


~--—-- — 
NOT ACCORDING TO PLAN. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The boycott of the Statutory Commission 1s 
not proceeding at all actordin to pian. 
When it was announced that this body in- 
cluded no Indian members a large number of 
Indian politicians, representing very diverse 
interests, joined together in protesting their 
indignation at what some believed, and 
otbers professed to believe, was an affront to 
India. As usually happens when extremists 
and moderates join forces, it was the ex- 
tremists who set the pace. An agitation in 
favour of a refusal to co-operate with Sir 
John Simon and his colleagues was converted 
into an appeal for the national boycott 
of the Commission for a campaign against 
the purchase of British goods, and for the 
organisation of hartals, which can 
defined as demonstrative mourning strikes, 
in the chief cities which the members of the 
Commission. might visit. Fortunately for 
the public peace, but unfortunately íor the 
non-co-operators, old aud new, there has 
been no national response to their appeal, 
These signs that important elements among 
the peoples of India are well disposed ‘to the 
Statutory Commission wag, ah the very 
narrow victory of the pro-boycott party in 
the Legislative Assembly of the importance 
which might otherwise have been attributed 
to it. 

The cleavage between,the Moslems and the 
majority of the Hindu parties may cause a 
revival of the oon hostility which has 
been so regrettably prevalent in India of late 
years, but the very existence of this 
danger should male the Hindu leaders of the 
more constructive parties pause before they 
decide to follow the extremists further. They 
have already lost considerable prestige in this 
country by their attitude towards the 
Statutory Commission. Some of them set a 
high value on that prestige. The signs are 
multiplying, that the beycott to which they 
have committed themselves and their fol- 
lowers is meeting with very partial support. 
W Il. they still persist in wandering into the 
wilderness of non-co-operation under the 
guidance of their Swarajist rivals?

Both accompanied Mrs. O’Brien from 
Dublin to Mallow. - Mrs. O’Brien bore herself 
with temarkable fortitude, and only at the 
last did she show signs of the intense grief 
that she suffered. 

When the grave had been filled in two 
wreaths were placed on it, together with a 
solitary bunch of violets that had been placed 
on the coffin at Euston by some unknown 
mourner. At the last a large bunch of sham- 
rock was given by Mrs. O'Brien to be planted 
on the grave in memory of the life's work of 
her husband. One of the wreaths, in the

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LAND COMMISSION APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE OHIEF JUSTICE, MA. JUSTICE 
FEIS An JUSTICE 

The plaintiffs in the case of the Irish Land 
Commission ¥. the Union Assurance Society, 
Ltd., appealed from a decision of Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne in the High Court, staying all 
farther proceedings im the action, on the 
application of the defendants, on the ground 
that the matters in dispute in the action had 
been agreed to be referred to arbitration, the 
defendants being always ready and willing to 
submit to arbitration in accordance with the 
ugreement. 
“The action was brought by the Land Com- 
mission to recover £3,000 alleged to be due 
and payable to them by the defendant society 
on foot of a policy of insurance, dated Nth 
Mav, 1916, effected to insure a mansion 
house and other buildings connected with it 
situated at Dunboden, Co, Westmeath, 
which, it appeared, were destroyed by fire 
in June last by raiders; and the application, 
which had been granted by Mr. Justice 
O’ Byrne, was that the action be stayed until 
the differences which had arisen between the 
parties should be determined by arbitration 
in accerdance with the terms of the con- 
ditions specified. 7 

The application had been opposed in the 
High Court on the grounds that the motion 
was too late under Section 14 of, the Common 
Law Procedure Act (Ireland), 1856, and that 
in ang event, having regard to the facts 
and circumstances of the case, the Court in 
its discretion ought not to stay the action. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne was of opinion, while 
granting the application, that the defendants 
should have intimated their desire for arbitra- 
tion before the proceedings were instituted, 
and reserved the question of costs. 

In support of the appeal it was submitted 
that as the question involved in the case 
was one of pure law the interpretation to be 

laced upon a particular state of facts should 

entrusted to a judicial tribunal rather 
than to a lay tribunal; and that Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne should have exercised his discretion 
by refusing the application on the ground 
that the defendants did not bring themselves 
within Section 11 of the Act. 

The Court, ‘without calling on counsel for 
respondents and defendants, dismissed the 
appeal with costs, affirming Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne’s decision. 3 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that in his opinion the decision of the learned 
judge, who ruled against the contention ol 
the Land Commission that the application 
was too late, was correct, pointing out that 
the policy was governed by the particular 
conditions. In his opinion the order made 
by the learned judge staying the action 
should not be reversed, and the appeal should 
be dismissed. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan concurred. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin 
(instructed by Mr. H. M. P. Hare, Irish 
Land Commission) appeared for the appellants 
and plaintifis; and Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, 
K.C., and Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs.

Flien Lenihan, of St. Bernard’s, Meath road, 
Bray. which came before the Court on an 
appeal on behalf of the plaintiff from a 
decision of Judge Pigot in the Cireuit Court 
dismissing an action against the defendant 
claiming, as landlady of the premises St. 
me Ó Bray, £70, being a years rent. 
The decision of the Court affects a large 
nuinber of other similar tenancies In various 

arts of the Free State. It was contended on 
www of the defendant, the tenant of the 
premises, that the Rent Acts applied to the 
premises, and it was admitted that, if they 
did, then the landlady’s claim tor rent was 
more than counterbalanced by excess pay- 
ments. over the amount permitted by the 
Rent Acts. The landlady’s case was that the 
Rent Acts did not apply, as the premises were 
“ business ises. " held as a tenancy from 
year t6 year. Tt was admitted on behalf of 
the tenant. that St. Bernard’s was run as a 
hotel or boarding-house, but argued that as 
the tenant and proprietress lived on the 
premises and had a bedroom there for herself, 
the premises must be reckoned as a dwelling- 
house, and were not governed by the section 
of the Rent Act applicable “to business 
premises. A large number of authorities were 
cived by counsel on both sides, 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Mr. D. H. 
Charles) was for the landlady, and Mr. 
William Black (instructed by Mr. James 
Fagan) for the tenant. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in giving judgment, 
said that it was not possible to reconcile the 
decisions cited under these Acts, but, on the 
whole, he concluded that the Cireuit Judge 
was right. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, if he was at 
liberty ‘to apply the test of whether the 
‘‘main and substantial use ” of these premises 
was for business purposes, he would hold that 
Mr. Nolan-Whelan’s contention was right; 
but he was satisfied by the argument of Mr. 
Black and the cases cited that there was no 
statutory authority for imposing this test 
upon the Act. 

The appeal was dismissed. 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan obtained leave to appeal 
to the Supreme Court.

Mr. James Fagan, solicitor, ‘sued Mr. 
Michael J. O'Neill, solicitor, to recover. £150, 
said to be money lent to Mr. O'Neill by the 
late Mr. Michael Tobin, a Dublin merchant.

acting: 

Mr. Fagan stated in evidence that he had 
known Mr. Tobin for a number of years as 
the owner of licensed premises in Dublin, 
and the manager of others.

Tobin in Peamount Sanitoriim, and took 
instructions for his will, which he drew up in 
April, 1927. On that occasion Mr. Tobin told 
him that he had lent £150 to Mr. O'Neill. 
in May, 1922. Witness had. an interview 
with Mr. O'Neill about the transaction, and 
Mr. O'Neill denied that he had received the 
money. A cheque had been found, and it 
was asserted that this was the document 
which represented the loan. 

A CHEQUE. 

Mrs. Tobin identified a cheque; dated July 
14, 1922, as being in the hand-writing of her 
late husband; she also identified another 
cheque, dated May 7th, 1922. 

Mr. M. J. O'Neill, the defendant, said that 
he was a partner in the firm of Neill and 
Collms, solicitors; Sackville street, Dublin. 
He knew the late Mr. Tobin for many years 
as a client of theirs.
